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STRIKE RIOTING; 
CURRAN A LOSER 


Kellogg Company Moves Goods 
and Then the Leader of 
Freight Handlers Plays 
Last Card. - 


| SCORNED BY THE DRIVERS 


“Paddle Your Own Canoé,” the 
Teamsters Say, When Asked 
to Aid a General 
Walkout. 


Following a day of labor riots an@ appeals 
to the courts for restraining orders against 
the strikers who are waging warfare on the 
Kellogg Switchboard and Supply company 
and the railways which are transporting the 
Kellogg company’s products, an attempt was 
ymade last night to precipitate a general 
strike againet the railways centering in Chi- 
cago. 

The attempt, made by President L. J. Cur- 
ran of the freight handlers, ‘was a signal 
failure. 

“ Paddle your own canoe and we'll paddle 
ours,” was the spirit of the answer given to 
Curran last night by the teamsters’ joint 
council, Curran having appealed to the coun- 
cil to enter into an alliance with the freight 
handlers. 

Ten Rioters Arrested. 

Every available policeman in Inspector 
Shea's district was called into service during 
the day to protect the teams of the Kellogg 
company. Crowds. of strikers, teamsters, 
and others attempted to block the progress 
of the teams, but’ failed. Ten men were 
arrested, and scores of others were beaten by 
the clubs of the police. 

The moving of the freight was the first 
real attempt of the Kellogg company to 
break the strike that has crippled its plant 
for seven weeks. More goods will be sent 
out today—this timie to the downtown freight 
depots—and a repetition of the disorder 
| which attended the drivers’ strike of last 


year is expected. 

The riots of the day were seized upon by 
Curran as making the time auspicious to 
préeipitate a general labor war in Chicago, 
so he proceeded to ask the_teamsters to 


conflict. 
Curren Pleads; Defeated. 

Curran appeared before the teamsters’ 
‘joint council and pleaded his cause. He said 
his men are now engaged in a strike against 
the Chicago Terminal Railway company, 
which was brought on by the Kellogg con- 
trovergy, and that the Chicago and Alton 


ization. 

He argued that if the teamsters would 
agree not to haul any freight to railroads 
hiring nonunion truckers he would agree 
not to permit members of the freight hand- 
lers’ union to handle goods brought in by 
nonunion teamsters. By this arrangement, 
he declared, both organizations could win 
their strikes within & week. 

The council took the proposition under 
consideration and within ten minutes noti- 
fied Curran that the teamsters do not need 
his aid and could bring the Kellogg Switch- 
board company to timealone. They declared 
further that they did not desire a general 
labor war and that they would not assist 
him in his fight against’ the Terminal! and 
Alton companies. > 

The action of the teamsters will center the 
fight on the Kellogg company, which con- 
cern yesterday managed to move wagons to 
the freight sheds of the Burlington and Pan 
Handle lines. . 


More Trouble Likely Today. 

The company intends to send out a team 
this morning to one of the Canal street 
depots and another this afternoon to a point 
near the Polk street station. It will con- 
tinue to send out teams until it has delivered 
goods to every railroad in Chicago, no mat- 
ter what the opposition. 

“We do not know whether the scehes of 
today are to be repeated,” said Attorney T. 
D. Knight of the company last night, * but 
we intend to move freight to every depot in 
Chicago. We are fighting for our life. We 
are not trying to bring on a general strike, 
but if one comes we cannot be blamed.”’ 

The officers of the teamsters’ union were 
moving spirits in the disorders of yesterday, 
| nd they are prepared to cause trouble today, 


unless the courts intervene. 


Agent McGee Defiant. 

‘The trouble of today is but a beginning 
of what will come if the Kellogg company 
sends out goods tomorrow,’ said Business 
Agent Hugh McGee of the truck drivers last 
night. “” That concern cannot put its goods 
on the street successfully, and its efforts to 
do so are mere ‘grandstand’ plays. If it 
tries again the trouble of today will be a 
mere picnic compared to what will happen,”

The strikers, despite their defiance, realize 
that they have made little progress in the 
struggle against the Kellogg company and 
the Terminal railroad. The executive board 
ot the Chicago Federation of Labor arranged 
for a meeting today at which the matter 
will be considered. The Steam Power coun- 
cil offered its services as mediator, but 
neither organization has much hope of bring- 


ing about peace. 
Rioting in the Streets. 

Two attempts to send goods from the be- 
sieged plant of the Kellogg Switchboard 
ana Supply company to railway. freight 
houses were the occasion of wild rioting in 
the streets yesterday. The morning was 
markéd by much disorder, but in the after- 
noon the teamsters, freight handlers, and 
their sympathizers outdid themselves.

His con- 
dition this morning is not @s it was at the 
same time yesterday, and it is feared the 
comparative calm of the night was due to his 
failing vitality. 

The rumor of the pontiff's death was twice 
circulated during the night, but was prompt- 
ly dented.

RISKS LIFETORESCUE 


J. E. Potter Climbs Down Preci- 
pice and Saves Woman. 


Mrs. A. E., Johns Narrowly Eseapes 
Death in Yosemite Mountains, 


Yosemite Valley, Cal., July 14.—[{Special. ]— 
At the imminent risk of being dashed head- 
long to his death, J. E. Potter today de- 
scended the face of a precipice, many thou- 
sand feet in height, and rescued Mrs. A. E. 
Johns of New York City from a narrow 
ledge where she had landed after a fail of 
several hundred feet. 

Johns had 
yesterday afternoon to walk to the Fissures, 
two miles away. 
night, and searching parties started out. 
This morning she was found by Mr. Potter 
‘lying on a ledge two feet wide which juts : 
cut from the face of Sentinel fissure. She | put forth the possibility that a murder was 
was too weak to speak and only by signs 
was able to show that she still lived. 


Narrow Escape from Death. 

Her escape from death had been narrow. 
She had lost her way in the darkness and had 
ast yuo feet, partly breaking the, 
force of the descent by clutching at juniper 
bushes and scrub trees as she fell through 
them. She had wandered off the trail in the 
darkness, and, not seeing the precipice, had 
walked unconsciously over the edge. 

Mr. Potter in vain tried to work his way 
down the mountain side to her, but was 
forced to return for assistance and a rope. 

Provided with plenty of ropes and carry- 
ing a stretcher, a party of eight made its 
way back to the crevasse, where the work 
was commenced of trying to extricate Mrs. 
Johns from her dangerous situation on the 
Dr. Maurice A. Brown of Alameda, 
accompanied the relief party to render as- 
sistance when Mrs. Johns was rescued. 


Descends to Woman’s Aid. 

When the rope had been lowered Mr. Pot- 
ter descended. There, lodged upon a two 
foot ledge, with her clothing torn to frag- 
ments and her flesh scratched and bruised, | 
lay Mrs. Johns, weak from exhaustion and 
lack of food and benumbed by the frosty 
chill of the night. With. difficulty the rope 
was securely tied around Mrs. Johns’ waist 
and an effort made to help her te the rim 
above. This attempt proved futile, because 
of Mrs. Johns’ weight. By leaning over the 
abrupt precipice Mr. Potter could discern 
another and larger ledge a hundred feet be- 
low, from which there was a sheer drop of 
hundreds of feet. | 

Giving the order to those above to lower the 
rope, Mr. Potter swung the inanimate form 
of Mrs. Johns out from the tiny strip of rock 
upon which she had braced herself for fifteen 
hours and into the chasm beneath. By 
swinging the rope to and fro he was able to 
lodge the bo@y of Mrs. Johns upon the larger 
ledge and then descended after her, hand 
over hand, on the rope. 


Pick Way Among Chasms. 
Calling’ to one of the mountain guides 
above, Mr. Potter had him descend the rope 
to the ledge. Then the two picked up Mrs. 
Johns and made their difficul 
dangerous ledges and over yawning preci- 
pices beneath, until] finally, worn out, they 
reached the rim above once more.

Madame 
Loubet soon followed and the review com- 
menced, ending with the usual distribution 
of decorations. 

The charge was executed by six regiments 
of cavalry, which were drawn up about 
fifty yards in front of the presidential stand, 
and aroused greatenthusiasm. Immediately 
afterwards M. Loubet and the ministers with 
their escorts left Longchamp. 


Santos Dumont Appears in Airship. 

A novel incident of the review was the ap- 
pearance of Santos Dumont in an airship over 
Longchamp. He saluted the president with 
three strident blasts from the whistle of his 
motor and with a salvo of revolver shots. 
Then, amid the applause of the spectators, 
the aeronaut sailed off rapidly to his head- 
quarters at Puteaux.

and Miss Dougall, supposed to be his sister,

divorce. Dougall was arrested for cashinga 
check purporting to have been signed by 
_Miss Holland, and while he was in custody 
the body of Miss Holland was accidentally 
found in an old ditch.

NAVAL FESTIVITIES END 


Admiral Cotton Will Transtfér His Flag 
to Chicago and with San Francisco 
and Machias Sail to Lisbon—Kear- 
sarge Ordered to Make Speed Run 
to Frenchman’s Bay, Maine, Dis- 
tance of 2,852 Miles—May Set Record 

for Battleships. 


PORTSMOUTH, England, July 14.—With 
the reception given on board Rear Admiral 
Cottton’s flagship Kearsarge this afternoon 
the official visit of the American’ squadron 
to England terminated. On Friday, when 
outside Spithead, Admiral Cotton will trans- 
fer his flag to the Chicago and proceed with 
the San Francisco and Machias to Lisbon, 
while the Kearsarge will begin its speed trial 
across the Atlantic. 

‘Our reception in England has been most 
cordial and enthusiastic,’’ said Rear Admiral 
Cotton. . “*‘ Nothing could exceed the cour- 
tesy extended to us on all sides. I have no 
+ doubt that the result of the visit of the Amer- 
ican squadron wil) prove beneficial in the 
extreme, and that it will tend to strengthen 
the-cordia? relations which have long existed 
between the two countries.” 

Admiral Cotton is highly gratified at the 
receipt of a photograph from the prince of 
Wales, bearing the inscription, ‘ George, 
Portsmouth, July 13, 1903.’’ 


Speed Test for Kearsarge. 

Capt. Hemphill of the United States flagship 
Kearsarge received instructions today to 
ciean the ship's propellers, fill its bunkers 
with the best coal; and go at the highest 
speed with natural draft to Frenchman's 
bay, Me. This is the first occasion in time of 
peace that an American battleship has been 
subjected to such a severe test. It recalls 
a similar voyage of the battleship Oregon 
during the war with Spain, 
Divers commenced work this morning on 
cleaning the propellers, and 1,500 tons of 
coal will be delivered tomorrow. Capt. 
Hemphill will follow the great circle route, 
leaving Portsmouth at 9 o'clock Friday morn- 


ing. 
Must Steam 2,852 Miles. 

By the route that Capt. Hemphill has se- 
lected for the speed trial the Kearsarge must 
steam 2,852 miles. On its way to Southamp- 
ton it miade 3,245 miles. The ship is thus ex- 
pected to take less time on the impending 
voyage. Capt. Hemphill commanded the 
Buffalo, which established the record of 
thirty-nine days on the run from New York 
to Manila, and the officers of the Kearsarge 
are satisfied that with the excellent coal sup- 
plied and the vessel's moderately clean bot- 
tom the record for a battleship will be 
broken, 

Expect New Speed Record. 
Washington, D. C., July 14.—Keen interest 
is felt in naval circles in the result of the 
test cruise of the Kearsarge.

Ald. Snow Prepares to Demand 
Extended Consideration 
of the Ordinance. 


WANTS EXPERTS TO, ACT. 


Illinois Company’s. Franchise Too 
Important to Be Passed . 


When the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph 
ordinance comes before the city council 
at its meeting tonight Ald. Snow will intro- 
duce @ resolution providing that the ordi- 
ance be referred for revision to a commission 
to be appointed by the mayor. He would 
have the commission composed of five mem- 
bers of the.committee on local transporta-. 
tion, five of the judiciary committee, and five 
citizens to be selected on account of their 
engineering’ knowledge. 

“I do not know that I am opposed to the 
ordinance,” said the alderman yesterday, 
“but I am sure a matter so important as 
this should not be acted on by the council 
until it has full information from authorita- 
tive sources. Underground fright trane- 
portation is a new proposition, and we have 
no experience on which to base action. It 
is requisite that the company should make 
a full and fair declaration of {ts plane and 
intentions, and these should be carefully con- 
sidered along with the views of experts.” 


Wants These Points Covered. 

The. matters on which the commission will 
be asked, in the resolutions, to report are: 

The feasibility and desirability of underground 
freight transportation, the possible application of 
any such system to the conditions ruling,Chicago, 
the limitations which should be placed upon such 
a system, as well as upon the engineering and 

The engineering and transportation plans pro- 
posed to be followed by the Illinois Telephone and 
Telegraph company in construction and operation 
of its proposed system of transportation. 

The resolution will provide for a report by 
Sept. 14, and that no action be taken by the 
council on the ordinance until the report is 


Police Inquiry May Fail. 

Mayor Harrison and President Powell of

TURNS WEAPON ON HIMSELF. 


Mrs. Bertha Horwarth Murdered as 
Climax to Life/ Filled with Marital 
Troubles—Assailant Confesses Crime. 


As a climax to a life filled with marital 
disasters Mrs. Bertha Horwarth was killed 
early yesterday morning by her husband, 
who then shot himself, but not fatally. Four 
blocks away from the cottage at 200 Black- 
hawk street, where the tragedy occurred, 
Joseph Horwarth, the husband, fell fhfo th 
arms of two policemen, who took him to th 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. There he gasped 
out this confession before he lapsed into un- 
consciousness: 

“IT shot her because she had me arrested.”’ 

Horwarth’ was his wife's fifth husband. 
With each of his predecessors the woman 
had had a stormy career. Two husbands 
left her, the third committed suicide, and 
the fourth was divorced. 

The troubles between Horwarth and his 
wife began soon after their marfiage, and 
they soon separated. Horwarth lived at 209 
Clybourn avenue, but often went to his wife's 
house, it is said, and threatened her. The. 
woman at last became afraid of him, and on ’ 
Monday told the Larrabee street police he 
had threatened her life. She was advised to

“ He will kill me before that time,” Mra, 
Horwarth said at the station, and at 2 
o'clock yesterday morning her prophecy 
came true. 

Horwarth crept to a side window before 
a littl flower garden. He raised the sash 
and entered. A conversation in low tones 
was heard by Anton Friedel and Gustave 
Trapp, who live on the second floor of the 
cottage. Then louder tones arose, followed 
by five shots. The men in the upper win- 
dow saw Horwarth emerge into the garden 
and disappear in Uhland street, 

Ali four of the shots fired at Mrs. Horwarth 
took effect. One hit her in the arm, one in 
the breast, one in the head, and one in the 
back. She lay half out of bed when the 
police entered the house. Her body was 
taken to the undertaking rooms at 112 Cly- 
bourn avenue,. where the inquest will be 
he)d. 

Horwarth had a pawn check in his pocket 
for $2.75. The money was obtained from a 
ring on Sunday and he is supposed to have 
paid it for the pistol.

COURT REFUSES TO TAKE LIBEL 
CASE FROM THE JURY, 


Attorney for the Overseer Attempts to 
Show That Published Attacks on 
Samuel G. Priddle Were: Justified, 
bat Judge Smith Orders That the 
Proceedings Continue—Pamphliets 
Show Plaintiff Said Seme Hard 


Things About Self-Styled Healer. 


That John Alexander Dowie was merely 
getting even when he denounced Samuel 
G. Priddle in Leaves of Healing was the plea 
made by Dowie’s lawyer in Judge Smith's 
court yesterday. It was asked that the libel 
casé be taken from the jury, but the court 
ruled otherwise. Judge Smith also refused 
to admit certain specific evidence designed to 
show that Priddle’s reputation was bad when 
he was attacked by Dowie. 

Counsel for the defense offered as evidence 
a large number of. letters, pamphlets, and 
handbills of which Priddle is said to have 
been the author. Judge Smith, however, re- 
fused to admit them as evidence. In one of 
the pamphlets, which contains a picture of 
Priddle, it is said: 

“ Prophecies against Dowie made by Prid- 
dle during 1901 have all been fulfilled. Godis 
working wonders. The following, are ca- 
lamities recorded against Zion: Deaths, 25; 
times mobbed, 12; troubles, 90; fires, 6."’ 

Priddle also delivered himself of the fol- 
lowing reflection in another part of the 
pamphlet: 

“ Priddie had to sleep in the south side 
station all night on the soft side of a board, 
but he had a glorious time and thought that 
God would punish Dowie severely, and, be- 
hold, next morning after the judge dismissed 
him he read that the west side tabernacie had 
been destroyed by fire.’’ 


A printed statement signed by Priddle con- 


tains the following: 

“ Samuel G. Priddle, or the second Sam- 
uel, with the spirit and power of Elijah, has 
arrived. He challenges any person or body 
of persons tq prove to the contrary.”’ 

A handbill, said to fave been circulated by 
Priddile, read: 

‘* Free excursion to hades from all points 
east and west, north and south, via the short- 
est, surest, safest route of sin, Free for 
the liars, thieves, murderers, professional 
politicians, the impenitents, ‘and all the 
holy (7) hypocrites in Dowie’s congregation.” 

James Smith asserted that Priddle Was not 
good enough to become a member of Dowie's 
church, but the Rev. R. H. Wilkinson and 
the Rev. G. M. Bassett, formerly pastors of

Legislature Orders Peonage Inquiry. 

Atlanta, Ga., July 14.—[Special. ]—A resolu- 
tion was adopted by the legislature today 
calling for an investigation of the charge that 
Edward McRee, a member of the house, and 
his brother are holding negroes in servitude 
in Lowndes county. 

The resolution declares that a system of 
peonage is practiced in this commonwealth, 
persons, male and female, being held in bond- 
age in violation of the state and national 
constitution, contrary to the healthy public 
sentiment and injurious to the body politic, 
as well as grossly wronging and outraging 
those unlawfully held. 

The resolution provides for wholesale in- 
vestigation, but more specially the recent 
case in south Georgia, known as the Lula 
Frazier case. It was charged that th 
woman was held in a state of peonage 
involuntary servitude in the McRee place in 
Lowndes county, and was made to marry 
there in spite of the fact that she already 
had a husband. 

It is also charged that negroes have been 
held in a state of involuntary servitude in 
several of the misdemeanor oe camps of 
the state.

MORE DIE FROM TETANDS. 


TWENTY-FIVE FALL VICTIMS TO 
PISTOLS AND CRACKERS. 


Fatalities from Lockjaw Now Number 
128, Fifteen of These Being in Chi- 
cago, with Three New Names Added 
Here as One Day’s Record—Many 
Cities Share in the General Carnage 
Due to Celebration of Independence 


Twenty-five deaths from lockjaw due to 
fourth of July accidents ve reported in 
various parts of the country yesterday, in- 
creasing the total dead@ to 138. Three of the 
deaths were in Chicago, making fifteen in 
this city since July 4. There were two deaths 
from lockjaw in Chicago im June, ‘for which 
the deadly toy pistol and premature ceiebra- 
tion of the nation’s birthday were responsible, 
making the number of deaths in the city 
seventeen, or two more than the entire num- 
ber of tetanus victims in Chicago from all 
causes in,1902. 

From every part of the United States came 
telegrams to THe TRIBUNE yesterday, bring- 
ing .the news of more fatalities resulting 
from the reckless use of gumpowder in cele- 
bration of a holiday. In most}cases the 
victims were young people, and in nearly 
all the use of the deadly toy pistol i eau 
cartridge was responsible. 

The number injured on the fourth in the 
United States was 3,665, of whom 117 were in 
Chicago. Since then a number of these have 
succumbed to tetanus.

Found on a doorstep when a baby nineteen 
years ago, Margaret Hoffman is soon to meet 
the mother she has never seen.

NEW COMET SEEN FROM HERE. 


Telescopes in the University of 
Chicago Observatory. 


The new comet of Borelli was visible last 
night from Chicago, appearing in the east 
at a high angle and by 11 o'clock being al- 
most overhead. It was observed by Prof. 
W. O. Beal of the University of Chicago from 
the observatory at Fifty-eighth street and 
Ellis avenue. 

“The comet was discovered about three 
weeks ago by Borelli at Marseilles,” said 
Prof. Beal. “It is at present in the con- 
stellation of Cylgnus. It is moving toward 
the sun and in three weeks will be seen in the 
west. Then it will disappear behind the 
sun, and in five or six weeks from now will 
reappear in the east. From that time on it 
|-will be traveling away from the sun and 
of course becoming more distant from the 
earth and less bright. 

“It probably will be visible with a tele- 
scope for two or three months, and after that 
it will disappear—probably forever.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


The London Statist, basing its theory on 
® wheat crop of 725,000,000 bu in this coun- 
try, estimates the world's crop for 1908 at 
50,000,000 bu less than that of 1902. It says: 

“A decline of 5c to 6c per bushel in the 
American markets this week, with hot fore- 
ing weather for the crops in most European 
countries, has proved too much for the wheat 
trade in this country, which has been ex- 
tremely quiet, even at some decline, The 
latest estimates of the American wheat 
crop are that it miay reach 725,000,000 bu, 
in spite of disappointing yields in some 
of the winter wheat states, against 675,000, - 
(00 last year. The Canadian crop, if all goes 
well, may also be 15,000,000 bu r than 
last: year’s yield of 95,000,000 bu. For Eu- 
rope, however, preliminary estimates indi- 
cate that the production may be 200,000,000 
bu below last year’s abnormally large 
yields, whilst in India the official estimate 
of the crop is about 65,000,000 bu greater 
than last year. The balance, therefore, is 
in favor, at the present moment, of the 
world’s wheat production this year being at 
least 50,000,000 bu below last year’s yield, 
which was the largest on record—viz., about 
3,000,000,000 bu. The world’s visible supply 
cn July 1 is decidedly small considering the 
large crops last year, estimated at 84,168,- 
OW bu. 


The following condensation of foreign crop 
conditions is published by Br 1: United 
kingdom—The weather has improved during 
the last week anf cutting may commence fhis 
month. Franee—The crop outiook is bright- 
er. In the south, where harvesting is in 
progress, the yield is superior to last year; 
in the north harvesting will commence in 
about a fortnight. Germany—The crop prom- 
ise of Germany !s fair. Harvesting will com- 
mense a fortnight hence. Russia—In the 
Odessa district wheat cutting is general, as 
the weather has now become settled. In the 
Crimea the prolonged rainfall continues. The 
recent official government report states that 
prospects are satisfactory everywhere, with 
the exception of the Saratoff and Kuban 
districts, The former is in eastern and the 
latter in southeastern Russia.

The yield 
is satisfactory in quantity, but the quality 
is deficient. Italy—The improvement men- 
tioned in our report of last week has been 
maintained. The crop is yielding well. 
Argentine—Mail advices describe the winter 
as unseasonably mild.

Bad Luck of Burlington Bond Buyers. 


Holders of International Mercantile Ma- 
rine securities and underwriters. are not 
alone in finding themselves with securities 
unsalable at a sacrifice, According 
to the New York Evening Post the Burling- 
ton bond buyers find themselves losers on 
their inveetfhent.
